Among till the causes of railroad ac¬ 
cidents in the United States, none is 
mentioned with greater frequency than 
the broken rail. 

Many cause!? are assigned, and 
doubtless many are contributory. Art 
excess of' phosphorous, not easily .el¬ 
iminated by tho .Bessemer process,' by 
which nearly all American rails are ; 
made, ling been most commonly btaiU 4 - 
«3, s but ftorne of the most tnechanical 
engineer® now regard mis cause as un¬ 
important. Improper* shape nnd lack 
of pressure in roiling modern heavy 
rails proportionate to that which was 
available for tire lighter rails of the 
last are more important faults. An 
excess of carbon is another. 

Tire fault of shape is tire thinness of 
the web or the shank of tire rail, and 
the thinness of the base, ‘ The dis¬ 
proportion between these parts and 
the head of the rail rinds to a lack of 
uniformity in texture after fooling.
